As the population grows, 
the fight must likewise be strengthen- 
ed, Mrs. Mabel McCullough, Seal 
Sale chairman, declares, if the num- 
ber of victims is to be reduced.

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New Brain-Wave Machine 
At Northwestern Able 
To Detect Brain Injury 

A new clcclrocnccphalograpli, or 
l)i'nin-wovc mnchine Hint detects clcc- 
trJcnl wnvcs of a millionth of a volt 
emanatlnB from the brnln, was In- 
stnlled todny in the psychology labora- 
tories of Northwestern University 
where it will bo used to study human 
behavior and personality. 

The woves, which arc stimulated 
by activity in the brain, are mngnl- 
ftcd 1,000,000 times by super-sensi- 
tive amplifiers nnd arc recorded 
graphically on a cathode ray oscillo- 
graph, resembling a television screen, 
and on ink writing and photographic 
devices. 

The primary aim of the research Is 
to discover the relation of the central 
and autonomic, or involuntary, ner- 
vous systems to emotional and other 
types of behavior. In experiments, 
brnln waves will be picked up by 
electrodes attached to a person's 
scalp as the brain activity is stimulat- 
ed by light, sound, and emotion. 

The work will be directed by Don- 
ald B. Lindsley, professor of psycholo- 
gy at Northwestern and former direc- 
tor of the Psychological and Ncuro- 
Physiological laboratory of Bradley 
Ilome, Providence, R. I., hospital for 
children with nervous disorder.«!, 
where he pioneered in use of the 
machine in this country. 

Machines of this type now are 
used in veterans' hospitals and modi- 
cal clinics to aid in diagnosing brain 
Injuries and epilepsy and in locating 
brain tumors, but much remains *o 
be learned about the basic nature of 
the electrical activity and its rela- 
tion to the brain. The Northwestern 
research is aimed largely at discov- 
ering more of such information. 

By means of the machine. Dr. Llnd- 
sley also plans to follow up his stu- 
dies of problem children and to stu- 
dy brain injuries in newborn infants. 

The individual under study will sit 
in a semi-soundproof, double-walled 
room lined with galvanized wire 
screen to prevent electrical inter- 
ference from light circuiLs and other 
nearby electrical equipment. In vis- 
ual experiments, the room will be 
darkened while electrodes are ap- 
plied over the brain area related to 
sight and the individual is subjected 
suddenly to strong light and to light 
flickers. Brain waves also will be 
studied as the individual experiences 
frustration in attempted problcn; 
solving. 

The electroencephalograph, called 
an E. E. G.. shows that when the in- 
dividual is relaxed the brain send;? 
out a rhythmic succession of waves 
at a speed of about ten a second, iug-! 
gestive of an idling automobile en- 
gine. When the brain activity is stim- 
ulated by light, sound, or emotion 
the waves are altered, often by an in- 
crease of their speed. Dr. Lindsley 
stated that the wave pattern varie.^ 
in different individuals and that 
brain abnormalities cause unusual 
patterns. 

In studies of infants, Dr, Lindsley 
found that brain waves in the visual 
area did not appear until three 
months, when their frequency was 
very low. At 10 or 12 years the waves 
wore like those of adults. Disturb- 
ances in brain wave rliythms were 
found in many problem children.
